Death of Wallace C. Sheldon. 

Wallace C. Sheldon, 81, died Sunday 
at the Ware hospital after a long illness 
of senile gangrene of the right leg. He 
was born in Nelson, N. H., and went 
to Ware in 1853. During the winter of 
that year, he ran the old Phelps hotel, 
one of the landmarks of Ware’s early 
history. The following year he entered 
the meat business and in 1857 he 
bought the old Lorenzo Demond straw- 
shop which stood on the Addison Sand- 
ford lot on Maple street and moved it 
to the corner of South and Water 
streets where he conducted a meat 
market for many years. During this 
time he also ran a brick yard and made 
the bricks used in the construction of 
the Hampshire house and the old mill 
at Gilbertville. He was a charter mem¬ 
ber of Eden lodge of Masons and was 
the oldest member of the order in 
Ware. He joined Quaboag of Warren 
February 11, 1861; three years later 
when it was decided to form a lodge of 
Masons at Ware, he was one of the 
organizers and became a charter mem¬ 
ber. Up to the time of his retirement 
from business because of ill health 
about 15 years ago, he was one of 
Ware’s most prominent citizens. Re¬ 
cently he has been an inmate of the 
Masonic home at Charlton. He leaves 
one daughter, Mrs. George Utley. 

Death of Former Resident. 

John Haley, 72, formerly of Ware, 
died last Friday night at the home of 
his daughter, Mrs. James Woolley in 
Hartford, Ct. He was a native of Ire¬ 
land, but up until the past three 
months he had lived in Ware. He was 
employed by the George H. Gilbert 
Company for over 50 years. He was 
one of the company’s most trusted 
employes and one of the town’s most 
highly esteemed citizens. He is sur¬ 
vived by three children, George Haley 
of Ware, Mrs. James Sullivan of North 
Andover and Mrs. James Woolley of 
Hartford, Ct. The body was brought 
to Ware Sunday and the funeral was 
held Monday morning in All Saints’ 
church, with burial in St. William’s 
cemetery. 

Death of Owen McDermott. 

Owen McDermott, 28, died in the 
Ware hospital Sunday night after a 
few days’ illness of pneumonia. Mc¬ 
Dermott, who was a lineman in the 
employ of the Ware Electric company, 
was taken sick Friday with a severe 
cold. As he had talked of paying a 
visit to his friends in Leicester, hisr 
relatives in Ware supposed he had gone 
there for over Sunday. When his 
sister, Mrs. John LaHair of Eddy street, 
learned Sunday night of his illness, 
he was quickly removed to the hospital, 
but the disease had progressed too far to 
be checked. Besides his parents and 
his sister here, he leaves another sister 
in Worcester and two brothers in 
Leicester.

SAFE-BLOWER’S SMART WORK 

Ingenious Operations of a Burglar 

Who Was After Wealth of Berlin 
Money Broker. 

The confidence of German manufac¬ 
turers of safes In the resistance of 
their works against ordinary safe-blow¬ 
ing operations was rudely shaken not 
long ago by the feat of a single rob¬ 
ber in Berlin, who operated in this 
fashion: 

In a hotel a room was secured which 
was situated immediately above the 
office of a money broker. At night a 
hole was pierced in the ceiling of this 
office. By the use of a drill and saw 
a circular piece of the flooring was 
easily raised. Beneath lay a thick 
layer of cem mt. A small orifice was 
made in this and an umbrella shoved 
down into the space below. The um¬ 
brella was attached firmly from above, 
and when opened received without 
noise all the fragments of cement 
which were dislodged as the hole was 
enlarged so as to allow of the easy 
passage of a person. By means of a 
rope ladder the descent was made 
readily Into the office below. The next 
steps of the thief’s work consisted in 
the bringing down of two cylinders of 
compressed oxygen and an acetylene 
generator charged with calcium car¬ 
bide and water. With these he was 
able to produce a blowpipe flame of 
such intensity that steel fuses in it 
like lead in an ordinary gas jet. It re¬ 
quired only a brief space of time to 
melt away so much of the door that 
the contents of the safe were acces¬ 
sible.

Wherever a German table delicacy 
Is in demand, there Is the Westphal¬ 
ian ham to be found. It is given Its 
peculiar piquant taste by the use of 
juniper berries in smoking the meat. 
The juniper shrub Is indigenous to 
northwestern Germany and so plenti¬ 
ful, especially in Westphalia, that to 
its presence is due the growth, during 
the past several centuries, of two 
principal Industries of this German 
province, the distillation of gin and 
the preparation of hams. After weeks 
of preparation the hams are ready to 
be smoked. The smoke houses con¬ 
sist sometlm i of two, arfl sometimes 
of three stories, the Are being kindled 
in the lowest and the meat hung In 
the second and third, to which the 
smoke ascends through holes in the 
flooring. Westphalian hams are in¬ 
variably smoked over a bright fire 
made of beech-wood only, except that 
Juniper twigs and berries are constant¬ 
ly thrown on the fire. Beech-wood 
sawdust is strewn over the fire in 
case it becomes too strong. The 
smoking process requires on an aver¬ 
age about eight days. 

Bird and Beast Sanctuary. 

Remote from all large centers of 
population a bird and beast sanctuary 
tias been established In the Upper 
Engadine In Switzerland. This Is the 
Val Cluoza, near Zernetz and not far 
from the Ofen Pass. It Is a well 
wooded spot of considerable area 
jarefully watched, and in the summer 
;ontinually patrolled by keepers. 

One of these, who has just returned 
to St. Moritz from a visit, found the 
park completely snowed under to a 
iepth of more than four feet. In It 
were five herds of chamois, one of 
which numhered 147 head, besides a 
§reat number of roebuck and deer, to¬ 
gether with bears, foxes and other 
smaller Alpine animals. Flocks of 
snow hens were also wintering in the 
sanctuary with numerous crossbills, 
titmice and other small birds. 

It is hoped that the establishment 
of this reserve will prevent the threat¬ 
ened extermination of wild beasts 
and birds In the Alps.

The Hum Anch Tge. 

The Gulf of Solium is misnomer, 
as a glance at any good map will 
show. At Ras el Mihr the coast takes 
a sudden trend south for 20 miles, 
then turns as abruptly in an easterly 
direction. Near the angle the high 
coast drops suddenly in a cliffy point, 
nearly half a mile south of which is 
the anchorage on a weedy bottom. 
Twelve miles north Is Bardieh, a bet¬ 
ter shelter, w'hich would be made into 
a tolerable harbor by a breakwater. 
If the frontier line of Egypt were 
carried about four miles to the west 
Bardieh would be included In Egyp¬ 
tian territory. The Solium anchorage 
derives its principal value from the 
fact that it is the nearest point on the 
Mediterranean to the Siwah oasis, and 
is thus the sea end of the most direct 
route through a string of oases to the 
Sudan. But to describe this uninvitr 
lng corner of an inhospitable coast as 
“the finest harbor in these parts,” 
in the words of a contemporary, is al¬ 
together misleading. _

Temperatures of Volcanoes. 

Scientists have recently secured an 
accurate measurement of the temper¬ 
ature of boiling lava in a crater. The 
experiment was a very dangerous one, 
and it was considered a triumph of 
precaution no lives were sacrificed in 
making the test. 

The crater of Ivlllauea In Hawaii 
was selected for examination. The 
work progressed very slowly. For a 
long time it was impossible to obtain 
results, but after several thermome¬ 
ters had been destroyed a pyrometer 
was substituted to advantage. Tbe 
temperature recorded was 1,010 de¬ 
grees centigrade, which Is the same 
as 1,850 degrees Fahrenheit. Iron Is 
still unmelted at this heat, but gold, 
silver and copper become a molten 
mass at a lower temperature.—Har¬ 
per’s Weekly. 


Tinfluenza. 

The tin had crumbled In a gray 
dust, but the plumber -was not In the 
least nonplused, 

“It caught cold,” he said. “That’s all. 
Tin is very liable to catch cold if it 
gets in a temperature under 60 de¬ 
grees. As a rule it recovers, but a 
tin cold often turns to influenza, and 
then the case is hopeless. Nothing can 
be done. The tin. loses its luster, de¬ 
cays, and finally crumbles to a gray 
powder like this here. 

“These tin colds are contagious. A. 
tin. dipper will give a cold to a sauce¬ 
pan, and a tincup has been known to 
contaminate an organ pipe,. 

“Only pure tin catches cold. For 
that reason, when tin Is to occupy an 
exposed position or to encounter a 
low temperature, we alloy it with 
lead. Only alloyed tin Is free from 
tinfluenza.” 


Two Pickerel on One Line. 

A humble and honest fisherman 
who set hls traps for pickerel on a 
Maine pond the other day Is ready to 
make affidavit as follows: “I hereby 
declare on oath that I did catch two 
pickerel on one hook. The first pick¬ 
erel swallowed the bait and didn’t 
like It. Apparently he tried to cough 
it up. At any rate he spewed the 
hook out under his gills and it floated 
off in the water to be grabbed by a 
second pickerel. Thus there came up 
two pickerel, all strung on a line.— 
Lewiston Journal. 


Practically Immune. 

Curacoa, the most important of the» 
Dutch West Indies, is without fire in¬ 
surance and a fire department, though 
the island has a population of over 
60,090. The buildings in the town are 
all of stone, hence this happy con¬ 
dition of affairs. Recently the first 
sawmill was installed, being furnished 
by an American firm. “It is hoped,” 
Says a consular report, “that this will 
Hot increase the erection of wooden 
buildings and necessitate insurance 
and a. fire department.”_

LATEST THING IN INSURANCE 

Famous English Institution Will Rec¬ 
ompense Tourists Who Are Vic¬ 
tims of Bad Weather. 

The famous insurance company, 
Lloyds, has recently established insur¬ 
ance against the effects of bad weath¬ 
er for the benefit of tourists who in 
spring and summer make excursions 
in the south and west of England. 
These policies are called “rain poli¬ 
cies” and are divided into four classes 
—A, B, C and D. Tourists taking poli¬ 
cies of the A class have to pay five 
dollars weekly during the journey, but 
In exchange receive forty dollars week¬ 
ly for each week that has rainfall for 
more than two days. The “rainy days” 
are considered by the policies of the 
A and B class to be those in which 
the rainfall registers more than five 
millimeters of rain In twenty-four 
hours, but the assured does not col 
lect on the A policy even though it 
may pour for two days in the week, 
unless the rainfall on a subsequent 
day registers the above stated amount 
With the R policy the assured collects 
even though it rain but one day in the 
week hut since the probabilities of 


this are much greater than In the 
cases covered by the other policies 
the rates are higher and the amount 
recovered relatively less. The C and 
D policies offer diverse combinations 
under the basis already indicated.— 
Harper’s Weekly.

One by one the states are giving up 
hanging for the more modern and 
humane method of executing criminals 
by electricity. Such a bill was passed 
in Vermont last week and signed by 
Gov. Fletcher. 


The body of John Paul Jones, after 
lying for years in an unknown grave 
in France, to be discovered and 
brought to this country only a few 
years ago, was on Sunday laid away in 
the new crypt under the naval 
academy chapel at Annapolis, Md., a 
fit resting place for the remains of that 
famous sea fighter, the first admiral 
of the American navy. 


In a speech before the Worcester 
county Progressive club at Worcester 
Tuesday evening Joe Walker told of 
the great joy he had experienced in at 
last joining those with whom he is in 
real sympathy.

The federal grand jury at New York 
yesterday returned new’ indictments 
against Mellen, Chamberlin and 
Smithers for violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law in the alleged agreement 
between the New Haven and the Grand 
Trunk railroads. There is a sugges¬ 
tion that the trials may be held next 
month. As the federal courts have 
shown a “The people be damned” dis¬ 
position toward offenders, no matter 
how high their station, there is reason 
to believe that the cases will at least be 
tried. _ 


A Chicago woman tested in court 
this week a butcher’s right to weigh 
and make her pay for four pounds of 
steak, then remove two pounds of 
“trimmings” and sell them to another 
customer. The ruling of the judge was 
in favor of the woman, although there 
w’as much testimony that the butcher 
was following a long-established cus¬ 
tom. The butcher had about as much 
justification for his contention as the 
grower of the animal would have had 
if, in selling it to the butcher he had 
removed the hide on the ground that 
it could not be used for food. 


The digging of the Panama canal, 
which has been called the greatest 
engineering undertaking of modern 
times, pales into infinitesimal insig¬ 
nificance when compared with the 
proposition to change the temperature 
of the whole north Atlantic ocean, at 
least the western portion of it. And 
yet the plan is simplicity itself, appar¬ 
ently. Under the present arrangement, 
which has existed for no one knows 
how many years before the North 
American continent was discovered, 
the warm gulf stream from the south 
and the cold Labrador current, with its 
masses of icebergs, from the north, 
meet on the Newfoundland banks, 
where the water is only 200 to 300 feet 
deep. The shallowness of the water 
shunts the warm current seaward and 
turns the cold along the coast. It is 
proposed to change this by forming a 
dike along the banks which shall turn 
the cold current east into the ocean 
and the gulf stream west along the 
coast, where it will dissipate the ice 
and make life in that section more 
worth living. The scheme is simple, 
according to Carroll Livingstone 
Raker, mining engineer. He would 
stretch a rope along the banks a little 
above the bottom, and this would 
cause a deposit of the silt brought 
down from the north by the current. 
As the dike was built up the rope 
would be raised until a sufficient ob¬ 
struction had been built up. Congress 
is asked to appropriate $100,000 to in¬ 
vestigate the plan.

Three Phases of Educational 
Methods in America. 


BEFORE MEN’S LEAGUE OF BRIMFIELD 


Superintendent Wheeler of Monson Gives 

Entertaining and Instructive 
Address. 

At the meeting of the Men's League 
of Brimfield last week Superintendent 
of Schools F. A. Wheeler of Monson 
gave a most interesting and instruc-1 
tive address on “Changing conceptions 
of the function of public education.” 
The address was a review of education 
in the United States, and teas closely 
listened to by the audience. 

The speaker showed that broadly 
defined, there have been three main 
educational conceptions in this coun¬ 
try, of which we are now entering the 
third. It was a religious motive that 
actuated the Puritans in 1647 to enact 
legislation which laid the foundation 
of the American public school system. 
The Puritans had come to this country 
for religious liberty and they needed 
education for guarding religion and as 
a bulwark of their church. The power j 
to read the Bible was needed in the j 
warfare with that old deluder, Satan, 
and against religious tyranny. The 
school was an annex of the colonial 
church; it was supervised by its min¬ 
isters, and its teachers must be sanc¬ 
tioned by the church. The early text¬ 
books, the Horn book, the New Eng¬ 
land primer, the psalter and Bible, 
were all that were needed to fit for 
college. 

Then came a period from 1700 to 1825 
when the old colonial conception of the 
functions of the schools lost its hold; 
educational practice was in a chaotic 
state and there were educational deca¬ 
dence and illiteracy. Secular matter 
was introduced and it was seen that 
neither priest nor parson should super¬ 
vise the schools. The low ebb of edu¬ 
cation is attributed to the wars of the 
18th century, the increase and dispers¬ 
ing of population, and the changed 
character of immigration; but an un¬ 
derlying cause was the fact that reli¬ 
gious liberty, with its motive for educa¬ 
tion, had been accomplished, and the 
period was one of transition to the 
establishment of political liberty and 
civil rights. 

This brought a new motive for pop¬ 
ular education to replace the religious 
one,— a political, motive. After the 
Revolution had established independ¬ 
ence, if the people were to be the source 
of political i>ower, and if on their votes 
were to rest national issues, then the 
people must be educated and intelli¬ 
gent. So the aim of the school was not 
primarily the welfare of the individual 
citizen, but the welfare of the state. 
And this conception of education as 
coexistent with sovereignty was no 
new doctrine, but it had a new applica¬ 
tion. Thus education in the 19th cen¬ 
tury was regarded as a function of the 
state necessary for the perpetuation of 
a representative government among a 
free people and a democrative society. 
Every one of the states of the Union 
has some constitutional provision re¬ 
garding public school education. 

We are passing through another stage 
of transition and adjustment to a third 
conception of the motive of public 
education which is not so much a 
radical change as an enlargement of 
the former national conception of the 
purpose of our schools. It is not suffi¬ 
cient to make the pupil an intelligent 
American citizen, but an efficient 
member of human society. This is in 
accord with our national expansion, 
with the increase of international 
activities and interests, and the grow¬ 
ing demand for international peace. 
The spirit of nationalism must give 
way to the spirit of humanity and uni¬ 
versal brotherhood. There are many 
theories regarding the scope of school 
activities and an almost endless variety 
of educational processes due to various 
conditions and features. Among these 
conditions there is the revolution in 
industrial life, manufacturing and 
commerce taking the place of farming, 
machines replacing tools, and the fac¬ 
tory supplanting home industries. For¬ 
merly the boy had a vocational educa¬ 
tion in the various occupations on the 
farm which he no longer obtains. 
There is the increase of knowledge like 
the science of agriculture, and the new 
knowledge of mental processes. Im¬ 
migration has brought the problem of 
assimilation of hosts of peoples of dif¬ 
ferent nationalities. The power of, 
authority in religion and state is 
broken dowr* there is truer democracy.

GENEROUS NUMBER OUT WEDNESDAY. 


Effect of Immigration on Wages Debated- 
Entertaining Program. Dinner 
Served. 

The Springfield Pomona Grange met 
Wednesday with the Palmer Grange 
in Masonic Hall. The program opened 
with a song by the Grange. Gverseer 
Jones gave a reading, “My Father’s 
Trade. ’ ’ 

The question, “Resolved, that im¬ 
migration has injuriously affected 
the vote of wages in the United 
States,” was opened by Master N. J. 
Moody of East Longmeadow. He 
said that thousands of immigrants 
who are annually pouring into this 
country have a tendency to keep down 
the wages. Charles Sargent of Spring- 
field said wages were never so high as 
at present. Mr. Barnes of Westfield 
said many of the positions in 
the manufacturing plants are filled 
with Poles and other foreigners at 
lower prices than Americans can 
afford to work for. Mr. Jones of Suf- 
field, Ct., said that carpenters are now 
receiving $4 or more per day against 
$2.50 ten years ago, and laborers are 
secure in all times of work. Mrs. E. 
E. Chapman of Ludlow said that im¬ 
migration had made more difference 
with the lower class of labor than 
with skilled labor. Overseer F. L. 
Jones of Palmer said he had been 
working as a carpenter for a number of 
years and wages were much lower 
when he commenced then they are at 
present. Herman King of East Ixmg- 
meadow said w r ages are much better 
then before the aliens came to this 
country. Treasurer C. B. Bennett of 
Ludlow said the very foundation of all 
business of this country is dug by 
foreigners by whom the wonderful 
progress of this country is made 
possible. Rev. G. A. Day of East 
Longmeadow said he should like to 
know just what a foreigner is, and 
maintained that without the incoming 
immigrants business could not be 
done.

i Historical Society Listens to Very In¬ 
teresting Address. 

The Palmer Historical society held' 
its regular monthly meeting Tuesday 
evening in the reference room of the 
public library.

M. B. Hodskins of the Monson epilep- 
j tic hospital. Epilepsy, he said, might 
arise from any one of a number of 
different causes, and only about five 
per cent of the cases treated are 
curable. He estimated that there are 
about 6000 persons in Massachusetts 
afflicted with the disease. The speaker 
| discoursed at some length on the 
power of heredity in transmitting the 
taint of enfeebled traits to descendants 
of feeble-minded ‘parents. This was 
illustrated with the aid of a chart 
showing the descent from a pair of 
feeble-minded persons who married in 
1830; all of their many descendants 
exhibited the same general degenerate 
mental status; all of them have been 
cared for by the state at an expense of 
over $60,000. The speaker was listened 
to with great interest by those present, 
not only because of the merits of the 
address, but also because he is con¬ 
nected with so notable a state institu¬ 
tion, close on our borders, which is 
now caring for more than 900 epileptic 
patients — an institution which is one 
of the first of its kind in our country. 
At the close of the address the speaker 
was given a hearty vote of thanks.

Stafford to Palmer Trolley. 

Connecticut Legislature Petitioned For 
Franchise For Company. 

The chances for a trolley line 
between Palmer and Stafford Springs. 
Ct., are not to be lost at present, if 
recent action in Connecticut is any 
criterion. A bill was introduced in the 
Legislature of that state last week by 
Representative J. Allen Mix of Staf¬ 
ford Springs incorporating the 
Stafford and Monson street railway 
company. The bill asks for authority 
to construct a line from the terminus 
of the present trolley line in Stafford 
Springs through Orcuttville to the state 
line, and for another line through 
Stafford Hallow and Staffordville to the 
Wales line, the latter to connect 
with a proposed road from Brimfield 
to Wales, thus giving a direct con¬ 
nection with Worcester and Boston. 
There is a charter already in existence 
i covering the Stafford Hollow-Stafford- 
ville route, which will expire upon the 
adjournment of the present General 
j Assembly. This charter was granted 
four years ago to the Tolland county 
I street railway company, the incorpora¬ 
tors being Thomas F. Noone of Rock¬ 
ville, Treasurer F. Patten and H. S. 
Abel of StalTord Springs. June 13, 
1911, a company was organized and 
the entire capital stock, $50,000, was 
issued, A. S. May subscribing for 
480 shares, B. I. Spock 10 shares and 
N. S. Buckingham 10 shares. Mr. 
May is treasurer of the New Haven 
road, Mr. Spock is one of the lawyers 
for the same road and Mr. Bucking¬ 
ham is employed in the office of the 
company at New Haven. Since 
the organization of the company 
no steps looking toward the 
construction of the road have been 
taken, and for this reason a new 
charter by other incorporators is 
asked. There are still hopes in Staf¬ 
ford that the road through Stafford¬ 
ville to Wales and Brimfield will be 
built by the New Haven company as 
soon as its trolley entanglements in 
Massachusetts are straightened out. 
The proposed line to Monson would 
give Stafford a direct connection with 
Springfield and would be beneficial in 
many ways. 


Changes Along C. V. Railroad. 

Numerous Shifts Hereabouts, All in 
Line of Advance. 

Because of the retirement of W. E. 
Costello from the position of general 
superintendent of the New London 
Northern division of the Central 
Vermont railroad, a large number of 
changes have taken place along the 
line, all in the line of promotion.

January Thunder-storm. 

Month Goes Out Friday Night With 
Rain and Electrical Display. 

January — the most peculiar month 
of its name in many years, not even 
excepting the famous 1890 record — set 
a mark in its last hours which in the 
usual order of things is not likely to 
be duplicated for a long time.

Work on Palmer=-Providence 
Line to Be Resumed. 


PRESIDENT CHAMBERLIN SO STATES. 


Application For Franchise to Take Over 
Route For Trolley Line May 
Be the Cause. 

Prospects that the Southern New 
England railroad from Palmer to 
Providence will ultimately be built — 
work presumably to be resumed in the 
near future — appear unusually bright 
just at present. The reason for the 
optimism is an announcement made 
Tuesday night by President Chamber¬ 
lin of the Gram! Trunk, that he ex¬ 
pected within a few days to secure the 
necessary funds for the completion of 
the work. It was only a few days 
before that he had stated that $6,000,000 
was needed, and that he hadn’t the 
slightest idea where it could be 
procured. 

It is interesting to note that between 
the first and last statements by Presi¬ 
dent Chamberlin, application had been 
made to the Legislature of Rhode 
Island for a charter for the Boston and 
Providence Interurban Electric com¬ 
pany, entitling it to take over the 
proposed route of the Southern New 
England. President Chamberlin also 
announced that “We have offered the 
Interurban Electric railway facilities 
over our right of way, from the point 
of connection, both to the union 
station and to the docks.” 

Whether the application for a charter 
for the electric line had any effect on 
the attitude of the Grand Trunk in 
the question of resuming construction 
or not, is not known, but it is signifi¬ 
cant how quickly the announcement 
of the determination to continue the 
work followed the application for the 
electric line charter. 

The Grand Trunk also announces, 
apropos the new indictments for con¬ 
spiracy brought by the federal grand 
jury, that it never had a traffic agree¬ 
ment with the New Haven road, only 
a proposed agreement. 


Caught Hunting With Ferret. 

Springfield Man Simply Helping Friend, 
Who Got Away. 

Joseph Hodor of Springfield 
appeared in the district court Tuesday 
charged with hunting with a ferret. 
He was found guilty and fined $10, 
which he paid. Afterward he an¬ 
nounced that trouble was brewing for 
someone if the fine had to come out of 
his pocket. The someone was a friend 
with whom he was hunting when 
caught. According to Hodor’s story 
the friend invited him to go on a hunt¬ 
ing trip for rabbits. He did not 
know that hunting with a ferret was 
forbidden, and so when his friend 
asked him to carry the animal he did 
so readily. When the officers ap¬ 
peared the friend managed to slip 
away while Hodor was caught. If the 
friend pays Hodor the $10 all will be 
well; but if not, there’s likely to be 
another arrest before long.

FIRST JAPANESE IN AMERICA 

He Was a Shipwrecked Lad and Was 
Brought to This Country 
In 1841. 

The first Japanese who ever came 
to America, as far as is known, was 
Manjiro Nakahama, a 14-year-old lad, 
who was picked up by the captain of 
an American fishing vessel in 1841, 
twelve years before the coming of 
Commodore Perry to Japan. 

Nakahama with four companions 
had sailed out into the ocean on a 
fishing expedition, their boat had been 
wrecked by a storm, and they were 
finally washed ashore on a desert 
island in the northern Pacific. Three 
months of dire privation were passed 
on the island before the little party 
was rescued by the American vessel. 

His companions were left in Hawaii, 
but Nakahama, who became a great 
favorite of the captain, was brought 
to the United States and sent to a 
New England school. And when Com¬ 
modore Perry came to Japan, Naka¬ 
hama was able to act as interpreter In 
the negotiations carried on between 
the American envoys and the Jap¬ 
anese feudal government authorities.

HOW INSECTS WALK ON WATER 

Hairs on Their -Feet Inclose Enough 
Air to Enable Them to 
Float. 

_ 

Even a solid rod of iron may be 
made to float provided it is small 
enough. Take a fine needle, wipe it 
with an oily rag, but do not leave any 
visible trace of oil on it, and then , 
lay it gently on the surface of water 
in a basin. It will float and continue 
to float for some little time. 

I The cause of this is the fact that 
a quantity of air adheres to the needle 
I sufficient to buoy it up. Moreover, as 
| the cohesion between the particles of 
water is considerable, and as water 
has no attraction for a perfectly dry 
piece of steel, the cohesion of the wa¬ 
ter is greater than the weight of 
metal, and so the latter is supported. 

In the same way Insects are en¬ 
abled to walk upon the water. The 
hairs on the end of their feet inclose 
ar. amount of air that enables them 
to float. As each foot Is put down it 
forms a sort of cup-like depression in 
the water, and the liquid thus dis¬ 
placed is sufficient to float the Insect. 
—Harper’s Weekly.

WORKED LONG FOR SUCCESS 


Mrs. Stannard Wrote Steadily for 
Years Before “Bootle’s Baby” 
Made Its Hit. 

It is interesting to recall just now 
that the late Mrs. Stannard, other¬ 
wise “John Strange Winter,” once de¬ 
scribed herself as a woman writer but 
not a “woman’s righter.” Yet there 
was certainly no lack of character or 
brain power about the author of 
“Bootle’s Baby,” who was indeed an 
eminently capable woman with a 
clear, well-balanced intellect, much 
robust common sense, and a great ca¬ 
pacity for organization, which served 
her in good stead when she turned 
from literature to commerce. 

Struggling authors may be interest¬ 
ed to know that it was only after ten 
years of incessant work that Mrs. 
Stannard, who lived to write some¬ 
thing like one hundred books, scored 
her first real success. And even this 
might not have been achieved. but 
for a little piece of luck, for “Bootle’s 
Baby,” the work in question, had then 
been rejected by six London publish¬ 
ers and cast aside as hopeless. Mrs. 
Stannard’s husband, however, hap¬ 
pened to pick up the manuscript one 
day, read it, liked it, and suggested 
that he should send it to the Graphic. 
Mrs. Stannard answered: “Send it 
anywhere you like,” and no one was 
more astonished than herself when in 
due course the Graphic took it.— 
Westminster Gazette. 


Interesting Antiquities. 

One of the huge stones of tha 
Avebury Druidical circle, which is 
much larger and older than Stone¬ 
henge, has fallen owing doubtless to 
the effects t»f weather. Aubrey, who 
acted as guide to Charles II. on a 
visit to this district in 1663, declared 
that Avebury as far surpassed Stone¬ 
henge as a cathedral does a parish 
church. 

The rampart and fosse enclose 
nearly 30 acres, but of the original 
600 stones there are now only 18 
standing, the number in 1722 being 
44. In addition to the circle Avebury 
possesses an interesting church dat¬ 
ing from before the Conquest and an 
Elizabethan manor house, while a 
mile away is Silbury hall, the largest 
artificial mound in Europe, being 135 
feet high and having a base which 
covers five acres.

Man Shot in Railroad Camp Row 
Dies in Hospital. 


CHARGE OF MURDER MAY BE MADE. 


Against Man Who Fired Shots. Will 
Have Hearing Next Tuesday 
In Palmer Court. 

Antonio Colasantis, the Italian em¬ 
ploye on the construction of the Hamp¬ 
den railroad who was shot in a row 
following payday at the camp near 
Bondsville on January 28, died about 
midnight Saturday night in the Mercy 
hospital in Springfield, where he was 
taken the day after he was hurt. 
Colasantis had several bullet wounds 
in his back, and from the first was con¬ 
sidered to be in bad condition. 

Solli Querino, who was gathered in 
at Worcester two days later following a 
search for him bji officer Crimmins of 
Palmer, was held on a charge of assault 
until next Tuesday for a hearing. It 
is certain that a graver charge will now 
be brought against him at that time, 
probably murder. Daniel Marrone, 
who was also in the embroglio, but | 
who is not accused of having assaulted ! 
Colasantis, is being held on a charge of 1 
simple assault. A fourth member of 1 
the party, Angelo M. Mocci, received ! 
several knife wounds and is still in the \ 
Mercy hospital, but will without doubt i 
recover. 

Very little could be learned about j 
the fight at first, but the details have 
since come out from witnesses. The 
row occurred in Marrone’s shack, where 
Marone was knocked down by Mocci. 
Then Colasantis took a hand in the 
game and cut Mocci in the neck with 
a knife, inflicting several bad wounds. 
It was then that Querino got busy and 
let go five shots from his revolver, 
three of them taking effect in Cola¬ 
santis’ back. 

Two Bankruptcy Cases. 

Petitions by a Palmer Druggist and a 
Thorndike Merchant. 

Two petitions in insolvency have 
been filed in the court this week, that 
of Granger C. Kinsley, druggist, of 
Palmer, and George Bengle, a mer¬ 
chant of Thorndike. The Kinsley 
statement shows liauilities of $3083.17 
and assets of about $2000. The largest 
claims are: Palmer Savings Bank, 
liability on joint note with seven other 
indorsers, $1800; H. & J. Brewer Co. 
of Springfield, $693; Edward Deutch 
of Chicago, $58.50. The assets consist 
of stock in trade. 

The Bengle statement shows debts of 
$3650 and assets of about $1000. The 
creditors number about 20, and are all 
unsecured. The principal ones are: 
Cutler & Porter of Springfield, $800; 
McIntosh & Co. of Springfield, $906; 
Springfield Rubber Company of 
Springfield, $254; Converse Rubber 
Co. of Malden, $417 ; estate of Charles 
Bengle, $326.

Ware Man Killed by Cars. 

Jostled From Train by Switcher, Under 
Wheels of Flat Car. 

William H. Bittleof Ware was killed 
by an accident in the yard of the Bos¬ 
ton and Maine railroad in that town 
Wednesday morning. Mr. Bittle had 
been a section hand for a long time, 
but for a few days had been in charge 
of a small gang of laborers.

Bittle seemed to rally from the opera¬ 
tion, but later was seized with a sink¬ 
ing spell and died about 1.15. He 
leaves a widow and one son, Henry. 


STABBED DANGEROUSLY. 


Bondsville Man Badly Cut in 
South Belchertown. 

ARTERIES IN NECK BARELY MISSED. 


Twelve Stitches to Close Wound. Victim 
Will Recover. No Complaint 

Made. 

A serious cutting affray took place 
in South Belchertown Saturday night, 
in which one man escaped death by 
an extremely narrow margin. 

The muss took place at the hotel 
about 10 o’clock, Adam Topor being 
stabbed in the neck anil face by 
Stanislaw Kamieski. The wound was 
an ugly one, extending about an inch 
and a half on the neck, then up over 
the cheek,— taking off the lobe of the 
ear,— and continuing on to the corner 
of the mouth. Some of the arteries 
were laid bare, but none of them 
were severed, and only by this narrow 
margin was Topor’s life saved. Dr. 
W. B. T. Smith of Bondsville was 
called and worked for some time over 
the man ; twelve stitches were required 
to close the wound, and Topor’s con¬ 
dition was such that it was considered 
unwise to attempt to send him to a 
hospital. He responded to the care 
given him and will recover unless 
something unforseen sets in. 

No complaint has been made in the 
matter, and it is doubtful if it is ever 
heard of in the courts. The Bonds¬ 
ville officer — just across the river — has 
no authority on Belchertown soil, that 
being in Hampshire county. Former 
Officer Collins was empowered to make 
arrests there, but the present officer, 
Mansfield, has net been accorded that 
privilege. Topor is known as a peace¬ 
able fellow, answering to the nickname 
of “Hobson;” Kamieski is said to 
have a police record.

HOSPITAL IS NEEDED. 


Would Probably be Practically 
Self-Supporting. 


PLAN TO ESTABLISH ONE OUTLINED. 


Corporation May be Formed; Town 
Support to be Asked. Cases 
Now Qo to Elsewhere. 

For a long time there has been a 
growing conviction on the part of 
physicians and others that Palmer is 
fast approaching the time when a hos¬ 
pital might easily be maintained in 
the town, to the distinct benefit of 
those within its borders who are un¬ 
fortunate enough to require treatment 
in such an institution. The needs of 
such an establishment have multiplied 
rapidly of late, until one now seems 
almost a necessity. Some of those 
interested in the matter—and they are 
not confined to the medical profes¬ 
sion—have been canvassing the situa¬ 
tion lately and believe that the time is 
ripe for an attempt at least to push the 
project. A communication, which is 
I given below’, outlines some of the con¬ 
ditions and plans. When it is known 
that one of the Springfield hospitals 
received $3000 for board alone of 
patients from Palmer last year, all 
sent by one physician, it will be seen 
that the income of a local institution 
would probably be of generous pro- 
poitions. There are many cases of 
accident and sickness which do not 
now go to a hospital because of the 
distance, which would without doubt 
receive care in a local institution. The 
overseers of the poor frequently have 
hospital cases w’hich they would be 
glad to have cared for within the 
town’s borders. Taken all in all, the 
project is not nearly so fanciful as it 
might appear. The communication 
following will throw much fight on the 
subject: 

The Palmer Journal: — 

Some wreeks ago there was published 
in your paper an article concerning 
the need of an emergency hospital in 
Palmer. Since that time there have 
been heard numerous favorable 
opinions concerning the same, and 
the need of such an institution has 
been felt even in the short time since 
that issue of your paper. 

There has been an average of five 
cases each month since that time of 
emergency, accident and police cases 
that have been suitable for such a 
hospital. There has been one occas¬ 
ion where injured ha ve had to be | 
transported to Springfield at very 
serious danger to them. One could 
keep on and relate case after case if it 
were necessary to do so. The fact is 
that the time has arrived when 
Palmer needs, and must have, not 
only a place for emergency work, but 
a hospital for all kinds of work, 
medical and surgical. Prominent 
business and professional men have 
freely expressed the opinion, within 
the hearing of the writer, within the 
past w’eek, that there not only is 
abundant need for a hospital but that 
there is no good raison why it should 
not become an actual fact and that 
right soon. 

There are several houses that are 
very well suited for the needs of such a 
hospital as we need, that can be pur¬ 
chased for a reasonable amount and 
quickly and cheaply fitted for hospital 
purposes. 

A prominent local lawyer in discus¬ 
sing the need of such an institution 
says, “There is no doubt that a corjx)- 
ration can be formed and money 
raised to start such a project with 
little trouble.” A business man con¬ 
versant with town affairs says, “I 
believe there would not he a dissenting 
voice in town meeting to appropria¬ 
ting a few hundred dollars annually 
toward the support of a local hospital.” 
It is the belief of those interested in 
the matter that a hospital would be 
very nearly self-supporting, and that 
with annual help from the town 
would not need constant subscriptions, 
fairs, etc., that already demand of our 
community heavy toll. 

Interested parties have figures con¬ 
cerning suitable houses for the pur¬ 
poses mentioned. Figures from var¬ 
ious large hospital supply houses have 
also been secured, and already several 
of our townspeople have agreed to help 
in the formation of a Palmer Hos¬ 
pital association or corporation, it is 
probable that in the near future there 
will be called a meeting of those 
interested in the project at the Palmer 
Business, club rooms to take some 
definite action in the matter. 

A perusal of our local news must 
acquaint you with the large number of 
our citizens constantly in the Spring- 
field hospitals. No good thing comes 
about without some trouble, and the 
help of many people interested in 
something beside their own especial 
needs. The manner in which the 
public has supported the District 
Nurse Association is proof that 
Palmer people can be depended upon 
to help a worthy cause. Help the 
present cause by a friendly w’ord and 
presence at any meeting that may be 
called. 


Oscar F. Brown of Brimfield. 

Whose Death Occurred Suddenly Last 
Friday in Boston. 

Oscar F. Brown, 63, for many years a 
prominent citizen of Brimfield and well 
known throughout this section, died of 
pneumonia last week Friday at the 
Massachusetts General hospital in Bos¬ 
ton. The news of his death came as a 
sad shock to his former townspeople 
and to a wide circle of friends in neigh¬ 
boring towns. His loss will also be 
learned with regret by many who in 
the past have had official relations 
with the town which Mr. Brown had 
represented in various capacities. 

Mr. Brown hail been a life-long res¬ 
ident of Brimfield until about five 
years ago, when he removed to Boston 
to be with his brother, Iouis 8. Brown, 
having previously disposed of his res¬ 
idence in Brimfield after the death of 
his wife. His removal was deeply 
regretted by Brimfield people, whom 
he had served as a (own official, and as 
a kind neighbor and friend. A man of 
strict integrity and conscientious mo¬ 
tives, possessed of sound judgment and 
excellent ability, especially devoted to 
the careful administration' of civic 



affairs, he was sought to fill responsible 
positions in his native town, and had 
held nearly all of its offices. His latest 
office was that of town clerk and treas¬ 
urer, which he held from 1898 to 1904. 
Previous to that he had been a mem¬ 
ber of the board of selectmen from 1887 
to 1892, of the board of assessors from 
1879 to 1882 and in 1893-4, and had 
served as school committee for one 
year. He had also acted as a mod¬ 
erator at town meetings. For a good 
many years he was a justice of the 
peace. He was made a trustee of the 
Hitchcock free academy in 1889, which | 
office he held at the time of his death, [ 
and had been a member of the pruden- j 
tial committee and vice president of | 
the corporation. He had also been a ; 
member of the trustees of the Brimfield 
public library. Mr. Brown had a legal 
mind and kept posted concerning the 
law and legislative measures, and he 
used this knowledge for the service of 
the (own and its people. He was called 
on to draw up many legal papers and 
to accept positions of guardianship. 
The cordial and general spirit with 
which he devoted himself to the in¬ 
terests of all who sought his assistance 
or advice in his official capacity or 
otherwise, won for him the lasting 
gratitude and regard of those whom he 
served. 

Oscar Folsom Brown was born in 
Brimfield January 30, 1850, the son 
of James Bridgham and Harriet 
(Tarbell) Brown and a grandson of 
Col. Abner Brown, a well-known cit¬ 
izen of Brimfield who had been an 
officer in militia and held the commis¬ 
sion of lieutenant in the war of 1812. 
He was a descendant of Jonathan 
Brown, who was a sergeant in the 
French and Indian w’ar, an active 
member of local committees prelim¬ 
inary to the struggle for independence 
and a Minute Man at the Lexington 
alarm. His paternal grandmother w r as 
Jedidah Sumner, a descendant of Judge 
Sumner, brother of Governor Increase 
Sumner. Thus by descent and family 
tradition he came naturally to his in¬ 
terest in political and civic matters. 
He was also a descendant of Capt. 
Samuel Nichols, a proprietor of Brim¬ 
field and large landholdef, who built 
the house now 175 years old at the end 
of the Prospect Hill road, at present 
owned by Robert Bewis. Mr. Brown’s 
birthplace was also on Prospect Hill, 
and he lived on the farm originally 
that of his grandfather until past mid¬ 
dle life, when a period of ill health 
caused him to sell the farm and move 
into the village. He was educated in 
the town schools and the Hitchcock 
free academy. He was one of the first 
members of the alumni association of 
the academy and had been an officer 
and served on committees of the or¬ 
ganization. He was married Septem¬ 
ber 6, 1876, to Miss Augusta H. Noyes 
of Brimfield, whose death occurred in 
October, 1903, and was a blow from

RAILROAD FATALITY. 


Three Rivers Woman is Killed 
Near Burleigh Crossing. 


WALKING ON TRACK OF C. V. ROAD. 


Death Was Instantaneous. Many Other 
People Have Been Killed Near 
Same Spot. 

Another victim was added Saturday 
night to the long list of fatalities 
credited to the railroad tracks near the 
Burleigh crossing, when Mrs. Mary J. 
Vennert of Three Rivers was killed 
while walking on the track of the Cen¬ 
tral Vermont road. The skull was 
crushed, neck broken, right leg and 
both ankles fractured and left arm 
broken. The body was viewed by 
Medical Examiner Jacob P. Schneider, 
after which it was removed to Phillips’ 
undertaking rooms in Palmer. 

William Vennert, the husband of 
the victim, works in the mill of the 
Wright Wire company at Palmer, and 
on reaching home Saturday night 
found that he had with him a bunch 
of keys which should have been left at 
the mill. As her husband had been 
working all day his wife volunteered 
to take the keys back and started to 
walk along the railroad track to the 
mill. She had crossed the bridge over 
the Quauoag river, near the Burleigh 
crossing, w’hen she was struck by the 
south-bound train, due in Paliher 
at 6.30. As the day was cold Mrs. 
Vennert was closely wrapped up and 
had a shawl over her head, which prob¬ 
ably prevented her from hearing the 
approach of the train. 

Mrs. Vennert was about 50 years of 
age. She leaves, besides a husband, 
two sons, Thomas and James Vennert, 
and one daughter, Mrs. Haman Parker. 
Funeral services were held Tuesday 
afternoon in the L'nion church, Three* 
Rivers, with interment in the Four 
Corners cemetery. 

The “Burleigh Crossing,” near which 
Mrs. Vennert w’as killed, has been the 
scene of a large number of fatalities in 
years past. The tracks in that vicinity 
are much used as a highway by pedes¬ 
trians between Palmer and Three 
Rivers, and there are two bad highway 
crossings which have been the cause of 
numerous accidents. 


Horse Takes a Tumble. 

Falls on Main Street Sunday Morning 
and Unabie to Get Up. 

A horse owned by “Jack” Bewis 
fell on the ice at the corner of Main 
and Thorndike streets Sunday morn¬ 
ing about 9 o’clock. After several 
ineffectual attempts to get its feet 
under it in proper shape again the 
animal gave up the effort and calmly 
resigned itself to the next act on the 
program. This was in the nature of a 
blanket, onto which the animal was 
rolled to keep it as comfortable as 
possible. 

The next act was the arrival of a sled, 
with which it was draw’n to the Wood- 
mont garage, close by on Thorndike 
street. There a broad girth was slipped 
around the animal and attached to a 
chain and set of pulleys attached to an 
overhead beam, by means of which the 
beast was set square on its legs once 
more. It then proceeded to walk away 
as though nothing had happened. 


which he never recovered. Mr. Brown 
made friends wherever he went; his 
fine presence, his genial spirit and 
sympathetic nature, his interest in 
others and his excellent conversational 
powers made his companionship 
always desired. His gift for story¬ 
telling revealed his sensitive percep¬ 
tion of human nature in both its 
pathetic and humorous aspects. 

In 1904 Mr. Brown accompanied Dr. 
Samuel A. Fisk on a trip to Europe, 
and when in England he visited scenes 
connected with the history of the 
Brown family. During the years spent 
in Boston he took advantage of the 
opportunity to gratify his life-long 
interest in legislative proceedings, and 
had been a frequent attendant upon 
sessions of the Legislature. 

Mr. Brow’n’s health had not been 
robust for some years, but he had been 
comfortably well of late until about six 
weeks before his death, when he suf¬ 
fered from a severe cold which devel¬ 
oped later into bronchial pneumonia. 
He was removed to the hospital and 
seemed to be convalescent, when about 
a week before he died lobar pneumonia 
suddenly developed, after which no 
hope was entertained of his recovery in 
spite of the utmost efforts of the best 
medical skill. He leaves a brother, 
Louis Sumner Brown of the path¬ 
ological laboratory of the Massachusetts 
General hospital. It was Mr. Brown’s 
request that his body should be cre¬ 
mated.

The nasturtium has thou¬ 
sands of eyes on its leaves, and these 
form as many Images of the surround¬ 
ing object. While flowers have eyes 
however, it does not follow that they 
can see. It is not known whether or 
not the sense impressions are trans¬ 
mitted to some nerve centers corre¬

Important Changes Being Made Savings Bank Life Insurance 
At That Institution. Gives Good Results. 


WILL GIVE A GREATER EFFICIENCY. HIGH SCHOOL PUPILS HEAR OF PLAN. 


But Stack Room is Crowded, and More Instructive Talk by Harry M. Kimball 
Room For New Books Must Of Savings Bank Insurance 

Be Provided. League. 


For the past two weeks a representa¬ 
tive of the State Library commission 
has been at work with the local staff of 
library workers at our public library, 
and already many things have been 
done. The entire fiction list of be¬ 
tween 2000 and 3000 volumes has been 
catalogued and re-arranged on the 
shelves. No books have been dis¬ 
carded, but many have been put aside 
in a pile and are kept for mending if it 
shall be thought best. 

The plan of the association is to 
have the entire library of upwards of 
10,000 volumes catalogued. This 
means that each book is to have three 
cards, one for author, one for title, and 
one for shelf on which it may be found. 
Each book is to have its back varnished, 
and its book number given it accord¬ 
ing to the Cutter plan, printed on it 
either in black or white paint. In the 
card index the author and title are 
filed alphabetically, but on the shelf the 
books are to be filed numerically. 
This will enable anyone to locate 
at once the position on the shelf 
of any book from the card catalogue. 

That our library is growing in use by 
the citizens of Palmer is seen in the 
fact that the circulation has now 
reached practically 25,000 a year; the 
library year will not be up until March 
first, but it is confidently expected 
that the figures will approach this 
sum. The work thus far done in 
cataloging reveals a congested condi¬ 
tion of the stack room that demands 
immediate steps to remedy. The non¬ 
fiction are crowded beyond the limit, 
so that books are piled on top of each 
other, leaving no room for additions, 
and no opportunity to make a satis¬ 
factory shelf list. The natural growth 
of the library demands several more 
stacks at once. These stacks do not 
nee<i to be placed in a fire proof room, 
as that practice is no longer followed 
by most libraries. The stacks how¬ 
ever should be of steel, which renders 
the possibility of a fire occurring in 
the room practically out of the 
question. 

During the past year 603 new books 
have been purchased and placed on 
the shelves. But where shall the 
books that are purchased next year be 
placed? The charging system is to be 
changed, and probably what is known 
as the Newark system will be adopted. 
This calls for a light manila pocket 
envelope pasted in the back of the 
book which shall contain the book 
card, and when the book is taken out 
of the library this card is filed away so 
that the librarian knows exactly where 
each book is. There is one slight 
change that will make a little more 
room. The congressional documents 
on on: side of one short stack may be 
placed on one of the wall shelves near 
the ceiling, though this would provide 
for only a few books. One solution of 
the difficulty would be the placing of 
steel stacks in what is known as the 
reference room of the library and 
' placing on them the books of reference 
which the library contains, thus plac¬ 
ing them conveniently at the disposal 
of patrons who desire to consult them. 
They would thus be accorded a quiet 
place for their research with the 
needed books close at hand. The in¬ 
stallation of the stacks would still 
leave ample room for study tables, and 
room for committee meetings; while 
the reference room has been used for 
certain gatherings, it is entirely too 
small for those of any material size 
and might much better be utilized as 
suggested above. 


Murder is the Charge. 

Italians Connected With Railroad Row 
Held For Hearing. 

Solli Querino, arrested in Worcester 
for complicity in the row January 28 
among employes engaged in the con¬ 
struction of the Hampden railroad near 
Bondsville, was brought from Spring- 
field, where he has been held, to Palmer 
Tuesday, where he was charged with 
the murder of Antonio Colasantis, who 
died in the hospital the 8th from the 
effects of his wounds. A charge of 
murder was also made against Daniel 
Marrone, who was being held as a 
witness, the officers having found that 
he was implicated in the muss to the 
extent of having used a revolver as well 
as Querino. Both men were held until 
next Thursday for a hearing. 


The pupils of the high school were 
given, Tuesday noon, an address on 
savings bank life insurance by Harry 
M. Kimball, field secretary of the 
Massachusetts Savings Insurance 
league. Mr. Kimball told of the 
intent and advantages of this kind of 
insurance, and the great benefits to be 
acquired by it. His subject was, 
“Thrift as illustrated by Savings Bank 
life insurance,” and he spoke in part 
as follows: 

Thrift is an old-fashioned virtue 
which our forefathers had but which 
is too often neglected in this age when 
there are so many temptations to 
spend money. Moving-picture-show's, 
amusement parks, trolley lines, and 
athletic sports all demand money. Yet 
a large number of our high school 
scholars have dejiosits in the savings 
banks, only they do not add to these 
deposits as in times gone. 

Life insurance is one form of saving 
and is intended to protect the capital 
which is invested in one’s life against 
the hazard of loss by unexpected death. 
Every boy or girl in a high school is 
worth something,—time, money and 
thought have been put into making 
them what they are. At a low estimate, 
it costs at least $5000, expended on the 
part of the parents and the community, 
to bring a boy or girl in Massachusetts 
to the age of sixteen. Insurance, there¬ 
fore, simply protects this money which 
has actually been invested in them, 
and therefore it is a wise provision for 
any father or mother to take out life 
insurance policies upon the lives of 
their children.

RAILROAD FATALITIES. 


Two Men Meet Violent Death 
Beneath Train Wheels. 


IN BONDSVILLE AND BELCHERTOWN. 


One Leaves Wife and Eight Children; 

Nothing Known of Relatives 
Of Other. 

John Susarnaski of Bondsville, 
better known as “Johnnie Lowback,” 
was struck and killed by the ice train to 
Springfield on the Athol track about 
7 o’clock Saturday night. The accident 
occurred on the Belchertown side of 
the river near the home of Mrs. Julia 
Quirk. The train was running back¬ 
ward, with the caboose ahead, and the 
train crew knew nothing of the event 
until the train reached the Athol 
station near Springfield, where word 
had been telegraphed ahead from 
Bondsville. An examination of the 
caboose there disclosed blood upon the 
running gear of the car. The body was 
found soon after the accident and word 
w as sent to Ware, the medical examiner 
from that place viewing it. It 
was horribly mangled, being unrecog¬ 
nizable and parts being found strewn 
along the track for a long distance. 
The Susarnaskis live a short distance 
from the scene of the accident on what 
is known as the Shea place. A few 
years ago a young daughter was in¬ 
stantly killed by a train on the Boston 
and Maine track while returning home 
with a party of berry pickers. Mr. 
Susarnaski is survived by a widow and 
eight children, three being able to 
work. He had lived in Bondsville 
many years and was employed by the 
Boston Duck company. The funeral 
was held Monday morning. 

A woodchopper who was known only 
by the name of Andrew, but whose 
last name is supposed to be Smidt, was 
killed by a train — supposedly the 
freight going to Northampton between 
10 and 11 Wednesday night — on the 
track of the Massachusetts Central 
railroad about half a mile south of the 
Belchertown station. The body was 
found by section hands about 7 o’clock 
yesterday morning and was terribly 
mutilated. Deputy Sheriff M. S. 
Barton of Belchertown took charge of 
the body and notified Medical Exami¬ 
ner W. W. Miner of Ware, who turned 
it over to Undertaker Roy Shaw of 
Belchertown, where it will remain for 
a time in an endeavor to learn some¬ 
thing of the man or his relatives. He 
had been in the employed by John N. 
Moore, and was working on a piece of 
land near where the body was found, 
living in a shanty on the lot. 


NATIONALITIES CLASH. 


Race Feeling # Results in Serious 
Injury to Workman. 


EMPLOYE AT WIRE MILL THE VICTIM. 


Armenian Knocked Down and Brutally 
Kicked in Abdomen by Polish 
Fellow-workmen. 

Race prejudice, it is supposed, was 
the culminating motive for a vicious 
assault on Henry Durgean Wednesday 
morning at the mill of the Wright 
Wire company, in which he was 
severely kicked in the abdomen, from 
which serious results may follow. 

The assailants were Jan Smith, Jan 
Krawiec and Antonio Lemonski. They 
are Poles and Durgean is an Armenian. 
All are employed in the wash or clean¬ 
ing room of the mill. There is usually 
bad blood between the Poles and 
Armenians when they are thus brought 
into contact with each other, and there 
is more or less of a “Conflict of 
nations” among those employed at 
the wire mill. Wednesday morning, 
in the course of their work, Durgean 
was run into with a load of wire and 
knocked down. When he got up he 
naturally protested, whereupon he was 
promptly knocked down by a blow 
from a fist, and when down was 
generously kicked. 

The mill officials called Dr. J. P. 
Schneider to attend the injured man, 
who is recovering from his hurts. The 
other men were let go from the mill. 
Dr. Schneider reported the matter to 
Officer T. J. Crimmins, who made a 
complaint and started to Three Rivers 
after his men, where he rounded them 
up after dinner with the assistance of 
Officer Manning of that place. In the 
district court yesterday morning they 
were held until this morning for a 
hearing. _

Saves Small Boy From Drowning 
At Great Risk. 


BOTH ONLY ABOUT NINE YEARS OLD. 


Ran to His Aid at Once When He 
Broke in. Though She Knew 
Ice Was Thin. 

A heroic rescue was effected on the 
ice on the “Cider Mill ” pond on Park 
street late Monday afternoon, a small 
boy being saved from drowning by an 
equally small girl, who went to her 
companion’s aid without the slightest 
hesitation upon ice which had just 
broken and let him into the cold water, 
and on which she had unavailingly 
protested against his venturing. 

The girl’s name is Esther Page, 9 
years of age, and the name of the lad 



is Eugene Linn. Both live at Tenney- 
ville, the Linn boy in the family of 
J. M. Allen and the girl with her 
grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. James 
Barber. The two children were on 
their way home from school, and when 
they reached the pond the boy an¬ 
nounced his intention of crossing on 
the ice. The girl tried her best to dis¬ 
suade him, asserting that the ice wasn’t 
strong enough to hold him. The boy 
refused to agree and started on a run 
across the pond. Arriving at a point 
near the center the ice gave way 
beneath him and dropped him into the 
water. Fortunately it was not deep 
enough to cover his head, but he stood 
in the icy water with only his head 
visible and utterly unable to help him¬ 
self in any way. The Palmer Ice com¬ 
pany had been cutting ice there and 
the spot where the boy broke through 
had only had a night or two of freezing. 

Notwithstanding her warning before 
the accident and the fact that she had 
seen her companion break through, 
Esther at once started pell mell for her 
little friend. She got to him without 
breaking the ice and managed in some 
way to pull him out of his perilous 
position, getting a hold on the clothing 
about his neck. Out on firm ice once 
more, both children made for home as 
fast as possible and told their stories. 
The boy w r as put to bed at once and 
suffered no ill effects from his cold 
bath. The girl was somewhat over¬ 
come by her experience, but a good 
night’s sleep made her as good as new 
the next day. * Neither of them seemed 
to comprehend the seriousness of the 
situation they had passed through. It 
is a wonder that either of them sur¬ 
vived. Had the ice broken beneath 
the girl both would probably have 
drowned, as there was no one in that 
vicinity when the accident occurred. 

Think Fox is Silver Gray. 

Ware Boy Has What May be Valuable 
Piece of Fur. 

While rabbit hunting Saturday, 
Francis Barry of Ware shot what is sup¬ 
posed to be a silver gray fox and will 
send the hide to experts for examina¬ 
tion. Should the skin prove to be that 
of a silver gray it is said to be worth 
from $300 to $600. 

Francis Barry is the son of Patrick 
Barry of the firm of Barry & Boucher. 
He was hunting in the vicinity of 
Provost’s camp on the bank of the 
Ware river when the dogs started the 
fox. John T. Brosnahan and Thomas 
Campion were with young Barry. 
When the dogs gave tongue they were 
on the alert for a rabbit and separated 
to take stands in runways. Barry had 
taken his position w’hen he saw what 
he first took for one of the hounds, but 
soon w r as confronted by the fox, which 
came within a few rods and he keeled 
it over with rabbit shot. 

The skin is mostly silver gray, with 
some black-tipped hairs and a few hairs 
resembling the common red fox. Old 
hunters who have seen the pelt are 

{ mzzled to know just what kind of a 
ox it is, and for this reason the hide 
will be submitted to an expert. 


Passenger Train Bumps Into 
Freight at Bondsville. 


HALF DOZEN PASSENGERS INJURED. 


But None of Them Seriously. Cars Did 
Not Leave Track. Might Have 
Been Worse. 

A half dozen persons were injured, 
but fortunately none of them 
seriously, yesterday afternoon when 
passenger train No. 593 on the Athol 
railroad bunted into the rear of freight 
train No. 587 at Bondsville. Both were 
on their way to Springfield. 

The accident occurred about half a 
mile north of the station, near No. 4 
track, so called, and almost under the 
big bridge of the Boston and Maine 
railroad. No. 587 had gone up with a 
string of cars to do some switching. 
A flagman was sent out against the 
passenger train and about a dozen of 
the freight cars at the rear of the 
freight were left standing on the main 
track. The passenger train had picked 
up the flagman and was proceeding 
to the station when it ran into the 
caboose of the freight on a sharp curve. 
The shock of impact was slight—so 
slight that not even the chimneys on 
the lamps in the caboose were 
damaged in the least, nor did the car 
bear any marks of the collision; the 
pilot of the passenger locomotive was 
somewhat damaged, but it proceeded 
on its way later. None of the cars 
left the rails, which was perhaps 
fortunate, as there is a steep bank just 
at that point and a fall into the river 
was possible. One ancient freight 
car, which stood fourth or fifth from 
the rear, was broken in two and piled 
up promiscuously. A work train from 
Springfield helped clear up the debris. 

Several people in the passenger car 
were more or less hurt, but probably 
from the sudden application of the 
emergency brake rather than the force 
of the collision. Mrs. Inez Berry of 
Pittsfield, Maine, had a bruise at the 
base of the brain and suffered consid¬ 
erably from shock ; she became hyster¬ 
ical and was removed to the Athol sta¬ 
tion on a stretcher, being taken later 
to the Springfield hospital. Mrs. Lilly 
Vigne of Beverly complained of pains 
in the stomach and back, and in the 
right knee; she also suffered from 
shock, and was also taken to the hos¬ 
pital. Frank Berry had slight bruises 
on the right side. Frank St. Aubin of 
New Bedford sustained a bruise on the 
right side of the head. H. H. Whiting 
of Westfield nursed a lame knee. A. 
Bernstein of Springfield complained of 
pains in both legs, also in his side and 
back. Conductor Manley of the pas¬ 
senger train sustained an injury to his 
arm but refused treatment. The in¬ 
jured were cared for by Dr. W. B. T. 
Smith of Bondsville and Dr. H. C. 
Cheney of Palmer ; two physicians ac¬ 
companied the work train from Spring- 
field. _

SPOT LITTLE KNOWN 


Birthplace of Washington Seems 
Strangely Forgotten by the 
Average American. 

NOT FAR FROM MOUNT VERNON 


Wakefield Plantation, Though Isolated, 
I* Well Worth a Vlalt—Monument 
Erected by National Govern¬ 
ment on Ground Where 
House Stood. 

It will doubtless come as something 
of a surprise to most readers, and 
possibly as something of a shock, to 
learn that one of the most historic 
localities connected with the career 
of the foremost American should be 
today almost wholly neglected by his 
countrymen. This notable object of 
neglect ln this age of patriotic shrines 
is none other than the birthplace of 
George Washington at Wakefield plan¬ 
tation, on the Virginia shore of the 
Lower Potomac river. It is not that 
this significant spot Is unmarked— 
a grateful nation has seen to it that 
no place associated with George Wash-

his beloved Nelly Custis, but seeming* 
ly the touring throng has quite over- 
looked the fact that the savior of hi* 
country had a birthplace. 

The odd thing about the present- 
day neglect of Wakefield plantation is 
that the old farm was visited by vast¬ 
ly greater numbers of people a few 
years ago than it has been more re¬ 
cently. The secret of the whole 
thing is that Washington’s birthplace 
is very isolated. Indeed, it would be 
difficult to find a more out-of-the-way 
nook in the eastern part of the 
United States. No railroad approaches 
within many miles of it, and the only 
means of access is found in the steam¬ 
ers plying up and down the Potomao 
river. In days gone by these river 
craft carried many interested per¬ 
sons to Wakefield. The United States 
government built a pier at the planta¬ 
tion, and steamers were enabled to 
land passengers almost at the site ot 
the manor house ln which Washington 
was born. 

As has been said, the historic spot 
at Wakefield has not been left un¬ 
marked, although isolated and neglect¬ 
ed insofar as the tide of twentieth-cen¬ 
tury tourist travel is concerned. It 
was in 1895 that the national govern¬ 
ment erected at Wakefield a copy of 
facsimile in reduced size of the Wash¬ 
ington national monument at the na¬ 
tional capital. The unadorned shaft, 
which Is somewhat similar (though 
larger) to the one at Yorktown mark¬ 
ing the spot where Lord Cornwallis 
surrendered to the commander-in-chief 
of the Continental army, is visible for 
some distance on the Potomac river, 
but cannot be seen from the decks of 
the regular river steamers by reason 
of the fact that the navigable channel 
is several miles distant. 

The monument bears the inscrip¬ 
tion: “Washington’s Birthplace,” and 
ln smaller letters at the base are the 
words “Erected by the United States, 
A. D. 1895/;_

Far-Seeing Mind Perceived the Fu¬ 
ture Needs of the Country He Had 
Done so Much to Create— 
Loved and Trusted aa 
He Deserved. 


Once more, what is it to be an 
American? Putting aside all the out¬ 
er shows of dress and manners, so 
cial customs and physical peculiari 
ties, is it not to believe in America 
and in the American people? Is it 
not to have an abiding and moving 
faith in the future and in the destiny 
of America? Something above and 
beyond the patriotism and love which 
every man whose soul is not dead 
within him feels for the land of his 
birth. Is it not to be national and not 
sectional; independent and not colo¬ 
nial? Is it not to have a higher con¬ 
ception of what this great new coun¬ 
try should be, and to follow out that 
Ideal with loyalty and truth? Has 
any man In our history fulfilled these 
conditions more perfectly and com 
pletely than George Washington? Has 
any man ever lived who served the 
American people more faithfully, or 
with a higher and truer conception of 
the destiny and possibilities of the 
; country? 

He was the first to rise above all 
colonial or state lines and grasp 
firmly the conception of a nation tc 
be formed from the thirteen Jarring 
colonies. The necessity of national 
action In the army was at once ap¬ 
parent to him, although not to oth¬ 
ers; but he carried the same broad 
views into widely distant fields, where 
at the time they wholly escaped no¬ 
tice. It was Washington, oppressed 
by a thousand cares, who, in the 
early days of the Revolution, saw the 
need of federal courts for admiralty 
cases, and for other purposes. It was 
he who suggested this scheme, years 
before anyone even dreamed of the , 
Constitution; and from the special | 
committees of congress, formed for 
this object in accordance with this 
advice, came, in the process of time, 
the federal judiciary of the United 
States. Even in the early dawn of 
the Revolution, Washington had clear 
In his own mind the need of a conti¬ 
nental system for war, diplomacy, 
finance and law, and he worked stead¬ 
ily to bring this policy to fulfillment. 

There must have been something 
very Impressive about a man, who, 
with no pretensions to the art of the 
orator and with no touch of the char 
latan, could so move and affect vast 
bodies of men by his presence alone. 
But the people, with the keen eye ol 
affection, looked beyond the mere 
outward nobility of form. They saw 
the soldier who had given them vic¬ 
tory, the great statesman who had led 
them out of confusion and faction to 
order and good government. Party 
newspapers might rave, but the in¬ 
stinct of the people was never at 
fault. They loved, trusted and well- 
nigh worshiped Washington living, 
and they have honored and reverenc¬ 
ed him with an unchanging fidelity 
since his death.—Henry Cabot Lodge, 
“The Real George Washington.”

ST. MARY'S CHURCH REPAIRS. 

Work is Completed and Church Presents 
Improved Appearance. 

The repairs on the interior of St. 
Mary’s church, which were begun 
several weeks ago, are completed, and 
the church certainly presents a fine 
appearance. A new steel ceiling has 
been installed, with the necessary 
painting and frescoing. Two hand¬ 
some electroliers have been hung from 
the center of the church, each holding 
28 electric lights. There is a new 
sanctuary lamp, a new altar carpet, a 
handsome life-size statue of St. 
Anthony, the gift of Mrs. Ellen Shields, 
new stations or Way of the Cross, the 
gifts of various persons in memory of 
departed friends, and a new baptismal 
fount presented by the ladies of the 
church in memory of the late Rev. 
Francis J. Lynch, a former pastor. 
And last but not least, a new pipe 
organ. The church interior is now 
considered one of the finest in the 
Springfield diocese, considering its j 
size. The work — which was quite an 
undertaking on account of the cost — 
was done by the pastor. Rev. P. J. 
Griffin, who is to be congratulated on 
the material assistance given by his 
parishioners. 

St. Mary’s Church New Organ. 

The new pipe organ which was built 
by Mr. George Reed of Boylston for 
St. Mary’s church was installed the 
past week and proves to be a beautiful 
instrument, being rich in tone and 
voicing. It is a two manual organ 
with 15 registers and 564 pipes. The 
manual compass is CC to C, 61 notes, 
while the pedal compass CCC to D 
contains 27 notes. The great organ 
contains the following registers : Open 
diapason, 8 feet; dulciana, 8 feet; mel- 
odia, 8 feet; octave, 4 feet; fifteenth, 

2 feet. The small organ has the fol¬ 
lowing registers : Salicional, 8 feet; 
stopped diapason, 8 feet; oboe gamba, 

8 feet; flute harmonique, 4 feet. The 
pedal organ has baurdon, 16 feet. The 
mechanical registers are swell to great 
coupler, great to pedal coupler, swell 
to pedal coupler and tremolo. The 
pedal movements are : Forte combina¬ 
tion, piano combination and balanced 
swell. The casing of the organ is a 
handsome rich black walnut with the 
front pipes decorated in gold. The or¬ 


gan was used on Sunday last for the 
first time, and will be dedicated with a 
special service, at which the Rt. Rev. 
Thomas D. Beaven, bishop of the 
Springfield diocese, will be present, the 
first Sunday after Lent. The pastor, 
Rev. Fr. Griffin, can be congratulated 
upon his enterprising spirit, shown in 
securing the splendid instrument.

Doings of the Legislature. 

Ellis Milk Bill —State Ownership of Coal 
Mines — Woman Suffrage Matters — 

Will Not License Cats — To Investi¬ 
gate State Immigrants — Raise of 
Pay For Jurors-Bull Moosers Active. 
Boston, Feb. 26. —Nothing has come 
into the open yet, decisively, about the 
Ellis milk bill. But there is a prodig¬ 
ious lot of work going on under cover. 

The friends of the Ellis bill are making 
hay while the sun shines. So are the 
farmers and milk producers. The State 
Grange has given its voice at the 
Greenfield meeting in unanimous con¬ 
demnation of the Ellis bill. Similar 
action has been taken by largely at¬ 
tended meetings of producers at Gard¬ 
ner and Danvers. On the other side, 
the Ellis people are marshaling the 
labor unions and a great crowd of 
others who make votes. They have 
proposed to the producers to recognize 
the local boards of health if the state 
association of those boards, headed by 
City Chemist George E. Bolling of 
Brockton, will cease their opposition 
to the bill. Bolling has put the offer 
before the executive committee of his 
association, but there is not the slight¬ 
est prospect that there will be any 
slackening in the firing. Each side 
seems determined to carry the fighting 
to the last ditch. George 8. Ladd of 
Sturbridge, chairman of the executive 
committee of the Stage Grange, took 
pains to communicate directly with 
Bolling and found that a greatly exag¬ 
gerated statement had been published 
about his attitude. Ladd and others 
are firm in refusing to hear to any com¬ 
promise, but will fight for the defeat of 
the Ellis bill and success for their own 
bill for regulation. Yet the Ellis 
people claim not only the labor men, 
but over 1800 milk producers, 100 
boards of health, the women’s clubs, 
many medical societies and a lot of 
other civic, commercial and business 
organizations. Yet the producers hope 
for a favorable report from the com¬ 
mittee. 

Doubtless every reader of legislative 
proceedings will note the vote of 133 to 
78 in favor of state ownership and 
operation of the coal mines. What 
makes it all the more remarkable is 
that it was voted as a substitute for a 
unanimous adverse report by the com¬ 
mittee on federal relations, and it was 
on the petition of Charles H. Morrill of 
Haverhill, the lone Socialist in the 
House, who is voted down on almost 
everything he presents because he has 
neither the Republicans nor the Dem¬ 
ocrats to back him, but has to carry 
the combined opposition of both. Just 
before the favorable vote on this prop¬ 
osition of his, he had suffered an almost 
unanimous adverse vote on his petition 
that the railroad system of the state 
be put under the control of the post- 
office department. The adverse report 
was unanimous, just the same. He was 
the only speaker for his proposition, 
just the same, and nobody took the 
trouble to make any answer, again, 
just the same. But whereas he got 
almost no support for his plan for gov¬ 
ernment railroads, a roll call w r as asked 
for on the coal plan by Mr. Haines of 
Medford, Republican, and there came 
out of it this surprising result. Of 
course the Senate will see that the 
resolution is defeated, but the House 
vote is a phenomenon in itself which 
will shock the conservatives. A second 
House vote Tuesday, after debate, was 
58 yeas to 52 nays in favor of the 
resolution. 

If our worthy chairman of the new 
commission on economy and efficiency “ 
does not look out he may get himself 
ridiculed and, if he does, it will inter- 
fere much with his usefulness. An ^ 
honorable senator referred to him to- 
day as the chairman of the commission ^ 
on inefficiency. He had not been ^ 
prompt in making a report and the ^ 
senator might have been piqued. But 
there w r as the idea. 

To-day has been the big day of the a 
woman suffragists, and they have ° 
crowded the largest committee room in 
the state house. They made a strong 
presentation of their case. But the ' 
opposition was also strongly repres- 
ented and it remains to be seen 
whether the tactics of the suffragets 11 
in England and the “hikes” to Albany ° 
and Washington by the leaders in this I 
country will have any effect upon the 
popular standing of the cause. This 
afternoon there occurred a little debate 
in the House on the adverse report of ' 
the committee on election laws on the 
petition of Michael A. O’Leary, who is 
the executive in charge of the Dem¬ 
ocratic state committee headquarters, 
that women who vote for school com- , 
mittee may have the right to go into ■ 
the caucuses and help to nominate 
candidates for school committee. It 
was not an animated debate, nor did it 
interest many members. Although the 
petition had a Democratic origin, it did 
not have Democratic support, but its 
main strength came from Represent¬ 
atives Cassassa of Revere and Cham¬ 
berlain of Springfield, who are Repub¬ 
licans. The vote was 37 in favor of the 
proposition to 49 against. The women 
opposed to suffrage are just as active 
this year as ever. 

The committee on agriculture scores 
* a victory with its unanimous report 
against licensing cats. The bill to 
license cats has gained strength from 
year to year till it now has the support 
of the state ornithologist, the fish and 
game commission and the board of

The discussion of the labor problem 
at Washington, with the near passage 
of the literacy test over the veto of

It 
was argued by Mr. Tufts of Waltham 
and others against the $4 that the 
money was not intended to be pay for 
the time of the jurors in any event, 
but that such service was a matter of 
public duty; that as soon as they be¬ 
gan to make the pay a matter of com- 
s pensation then bankers and merchants 
would have to be paid a higher rate 
i than laborers. On the other hand it 
n was emphasized that many working 
> men lose money which they cannot af- 
i ford to lose. Their wages were said to 
t range from $3.50 to $8 per day and 
1 they needed all the money for their 
f daily living, so that it was only fair 
i play to allow $4. The larger sum had 


quite a large majority. But the bill is ■ 
not yet through.

ON THE SANTA FE TRAIL 

Story of a Toll Bridge That Waa 
Later Put Out of Buslneae 
by Railroad. 

The first bridge In western Kansas 
was on the old Santa Fe trail, in Ford 
county, across the Pawnee creek, 
about forty miles north of Dodge City. 

John O’Loughlin, who now lives at 
LaMn, built the old bridge, and made 
a small fortune from It charging toll 
for the use of It. It was in the early 
’70s, before the railroad had pushed 
its way up the valley and when all 
traffic had to be carried by teams on 
the trail. 

O’Loughlin, while prospecting 
through the country, noticed that the 
crossing at Pawnee creek was a bad 
place, the banks being steep on both 
sides. 

He built the bridge, erected a little 
store and began collecting toll from 
teamsters and others using the bridge. 
If they didn’t want to pay, they didn’t 
have to. They could ford across the 
old way. But as a rule they were 
glad to pay. 

When a government train came 
along O’LoughlJn took receipts or or¬ 
ders, the government teamsters hav¬ 
ing no authority to pay money. He 
accumulated these orders or receipts 
and collected them from the govern¬ 
ment later at one time receiving 
a draft for $1,200 for his toll charges. 

The bridge cost him, he figured.

TOWER Or ENEMIES’ HEADS 

Monument of Modern Barbarism 
Erected by the Turks in 1809 
at Nish, Servia. 

A strange monument of modern 
barbarism still survives at Nisb in 
southeast Servia. During the war of 
independence in 1809 the Servian gar 
rison here exploded a powder maga 
zine and perished therein rather than 
fall Into the hands of the Turks 
A battle had previously taken place 
and the Turks commemorated their 
victory by erecting a rude tower, or 
namented with the heads of their ene 
rales. Old people will tell you that 
there were once 1,200 beads, but as 
the tower was never more than 25 feet 
high, this is probably an exaggeration 
Lamartine and other travelers re 
late that they saw hair still clinging 
to the skullp, which must have formed ' 
a grewsome spectacle. During many 1 
years visitors were In the habit of ! 
carrying off skulls as souvenirs, but 
when Nish became Servian the re- : 
malnder were taken away for decent 
burial, all save a few that were too J 
deeply imbedded. Recently the re¬ 
mains of the tower have been covered 
over with a roof to protect them 
against the elements and they are re¬ 
garded as a pious object of patriotic 
Pilgrimage —Wide World Magazine.

STONES THAT ARE SOCIABLE 

Traveling Pebbles of Nevada When 

Separated Move Rapidly Toward 
a Common Center. 

“Traveling stones,” from the size of 
a pea to six inches in diameter, are 
found in Nevada. 

When distributed on a floor or oth¬ 
er level surface, within two or three 
feet of one another, they immediately 
begin to travel toward a common cen¬ 
ter, and there lie huddled like a 
clutch of eggs in a nest. 

A single stone removed to a dis¬ 
tance of three and a half feet, upon 
being released, at once started with 
wonderful and somewhat comical cel¬ 
erity to join its fellows. 

These queer stones are found in a 
region that is comparatively level and 
little more than bare rock. Scattered 
over this barren region are little ba¬ 
sins, from a few feet to a rod or two 
in diame.er. and it is in the bottom of 
these that the rolling stones are found. 

The cause for the strange conduct 
of these stones is doubtless to be 
found in the material of which they 
» are composed, which appears to be 
lodestone or magnetic iron ore.—Har- 
t per’s Weekly.

Two Contests Only, For License Com¬ 
missioner and Care of Roads. 

The annual town election will be 
held next Monday, the polls being 
open at 6 o'clock in the morning; the 
time of closing is optional after 3 in 
the afternoon, but they will probably 
be closed then, as that has been the 
custom. 

The election this year presents a 
peculiar condition, in that there are 
only two contests on the ticket—For 
license commissioners and for high¬ 
way surveyor. There are six candi¬ 
dates for places on the license com¬ 
mission, only three of whom can be 
elected. The contest of course will be 
between the “ins” and the “outs.” 
Those who hold licenses at present will 
endeavor to elect two commissioners 
who will keep the licenses as at 
present arranged, while those who 
are “on the outside lookirig in” will try 
and compass the selection of two 
who will be favorable to a shakeup. 
The situation proves most con¬ 
clusively the contention of the friends 
of the license commission when they 
were advocating that body—The 
complete separation of the licensing 
question from every other department 
of town affairs and the removal of 
any influence which it might have in 
the selection or election of any other 
town official, a consummation 
devoutly to be wished. The contest 
Monday is likely to be a hot one. 

For highway surveyor there are two 
candidates, Michael McKelligott, who 
has held the position for three years, 
and Charles T. Brainerd, who has had 
a number of years’ experience in the 
work. And here, too, the competition 
is likely to be of the strenuous order. 
There has been much criticism of the 
highway work the past year — there 
always is, for that matter. Those who 
have had occasion to use the high¬ 
ways, with either auto or team, have 
complained bitterly of the i>oor con¬ 
dition of the main thoroughfares, in 
spite of the fact that nearly $6000 was 
available for use on them. This sum 
was made up of the original appro¬ 
priation of $1000 and the excise tax of 
$3417, and a later appropriation of 
$1500, a total of $5917. In times past 
the highway surveyor has had to pay 
his salary out of the appropriation, 
but this year this was provided for by 
a special appropriation of $1000 left in 
the hands of the selectmen, the inten¬ 
tion of the voters being apparently 
that the official’s pay should not ex¬ 
ceed this amount. It has all been 
paid him however, and he has a claim 
for services after the appropriation was 
exhausted which the town will proba¬ 
bly have to pay, as the public statutes 
allow a highway surveyor a stated sum 
per day for the time actually at work. 
The sum available for highway 
purposes the past year was very much 
larger than ever before, and critics of 
the results claim that better results 
might have been secured for the 
money. Mr. McKelligott retained his 
position last year by a narrow margin, 
and the contest this year is likely to be 
a close one.

During the summer following gradu¬ 
ation Mr. Oldfield conducted services 
in the Silver Street district in Monson, 
under the auspices of the Christian 
Endeavor society of the Monson Con¬ 
gregational church. Entering Brown 
University in the fall of 1906, he 
worked his way through and gradua¬ 
ted in 1910, entering the Union Theo¬ 
logical seminary of New York the 
same year. In connection with his 
studies there during the first two years, 
he took a course at Columbia college 
from which he received the degree of 

A. M. While attending Brown 
University Mr. Oldfield was instru¬ 
mental in establishing a number of 
successful summer schools, and during 
his first year at the seminary he had 
charge of thirty such schools in New 
York city. 

Mr. Oldfield has received and 
accepted a call from Olivet Memorial 
church in New York city, where he 
has for some time been acting as 
pastor. It is an independent church 
with a large Sunday school, and there 
are a number of paid helpers under 
his charge. 

Since the establishment of the 
Monson Congregational church in 
1762, there have been four 
ordinations in the church: The first 
pastor, Abishai Sabin, in 1762; Alfred 
Ely in 1806; Samuel C. Bartlett—a 
colleague pastor—in 1848; and Charles 

B. Sumner in 1868. All were ordained 
for work in the local church.

Some difficulty is being experienced 
by the Japanese telegraph service ow¬ 
ing to tne damage caused to the sub¬ 
marine cables off the coast of Japan 
by fishing trawlers. Owing to the 
prontable nature of the business, 
there has recently been a large In¬ 
crease in the number of trawlers, with 
the result that an interruption of the 
cable service is frequently caused. 
The authorities of the government tel¬ 
egraphs and agricultural departments 
are at present conferring as to the 
steps to be taken to overcome the dif¬ 
ficulty.

ASSERTS FISH HAS MEMORY 

Novel Exhibition With Trout Is Given 
by an Expert to Uphold 
This Theory. 

An expert In fish culture, who be¬ 
lieves that fish have memories, gave 
a novel exhibition to support his 
theory. 

In one of the enclosed pools at the 
hatchery under his charge there was 
a very large trout which always came 
forward to see and be seen when 
visitors appeared. It was the expert’s 
custom, after calling particular atten¬ 
tion to that trout, to raise his cane 
quickly and hold it ove.r the water. 
The performance would have no effect 
upon the trout. 

Then the expert would produce a 
light trout rod and appear with it at 
the side of the pool. Instantly that 
trout would turn and flee, hide Itself 
at the far end of the enclosure and 
remain there so long as the rod was 
in sight. 

This Is the explanation of the sud¬ 
den change In the trout’s demeanor:

The expert discovered soon after the 
hooking of the trout that whenever 
he approached the pool with his rod 
the trout would instantly dash to a 
place of hiding, although it paid no 
attention to a cane or other stick held 
over the water. The trout lived for 
years in that pool and never failed to 
show Its fear of a trout rod as long 
as it lived

Ruthless Destruction of Books. 

Napoleon was Indirectly responsible 
j for the destruction of a vast quantity i 
of books. In 1812 he framed a law al¬ 
lowing goods to be imported from the 
United Kingdom, provided that the 
importer shipped an equivalent quan¬ 
tity of French goods to this country 
French merchants generally met the 
requirements of this law by shipping | 
books to the value of the wares they 
wished to import. Having served to 
gain the necessary permit, the books 
were thrown overboard on the way to 
England, as there was no demand for 
them here. Shippers could well afford 
to do this, for coffee and sugar were 
then about ten times dearer in France 
than in England. It has been esti¬ 
mated that books to the nominal value 
of four million dollars were destroyed 
In this way.

And because 
our forefathers were a sad and earn¬ 
est folk; because they lived in a sad 
and dreary climate, where winter was 
far longer and more bitter than it is, 
thank God, now; therefore all their 
thoughts about winter and spring 
were sad; and they grew to despair, 
at last, of life ever conquering death, 
light conquering darkness. 


All living things would ‘die. The 
very gods would die, fighting to the 
last against the powers of evil, till the 
sun should sink forever, and the world 
be a heap of ashes. And then—so 
strangely does God’s gift of hope 
linger in the hearts of men—they saw 
—beyond all that, a dim dream of a 
new’ heaven and a new earth, in which 
should dw’ell righteousness; and of a 
new sun, more beautiful than ours; 
of a woman called “Life,’’ hid safe, 
while all the world around her was 
destroyed, fed on the morning dew, 
preserved to be the mother of a new 
and happier race of men. And so to : 
them, heathens as they were, God 
whispered that Christ should some 1 
day bring life and immortality to 
light. 

“So it pleased the Father,” says St. 
Paul, “to gather together in Christ 
all things, whether in heaven or in 
earth.” 

In him were fulfilled, and more 
than fulfilled, the dim longings, the 
childlike dreams, of heathen poets 
and sages, and of our own ancestors 
from whom we spring. He is the de¬ 
sire of all nations, for whom all were 
longing, though they knew it not. And 
now’ we may see, it seems to me, what 
the text has to do with Easter day. 
Be not anxious, says our Lord, for 
your life. Is not the life more than 
meat? There is an eternal life which 
depends not on earthly food, but on 
the will and word of God your Father; 
and that life in you will conquer 
death. Consider the lilies in the field. 
All the winter they are dead, unsight¬ 
ly roots, hidden in the earth. What 
can come of them? But no sooner 
does the sun of spring shine on their 
graves than they rise into sudden life 
and beauty as it pleases God, and 
every seed takes its own peculiar 
body. Even so is the resurrection of 
the dead.—Charles Kingsley. 


ADOPT CUSTOMS OF EUROPE 


Old Country Ideas for the Celebration 
of Easter Have Found Favor 
in America. 

In many homes in America there 
have been transplanted some of the 
old country Easter customs. One of 
these is the Scotch custom of egg roll¬ 
ing. On Easter morning the entire 
family practices this custom with 
brightly decorated eggs, boiled so hard 
that there is no danger of their crack¬ 
ing. Very few of the English customs 
have been transplanted, however, al¬ 
though the various shires of England 
have notably quaint Easter observ¬ 
ances. 

In Shropshire and Herefordshire, 
and especially at Shrewsbury, it Is the 
custom to make for Easter a rich and 
expensive cake that is known as sim- 
nel cake. These simnel cakes are 
raised cakes, with a crust made of 
fine flour and water with saffron col¬ 
or added* to give it a deep yellow col¬ 
or. The cake itself is a very rich 
plum cake, with candied lemon peel 
added. The crust is of the consist¬ 
ency of set cement. There is a tradi¬ 
tion that Herefordshire women have 
used simnel cakes as footstools, and 
it is known that the cake is common¬ 
ly boiled in order to be made edible. 
The simnels are usually marked with 
a figure of Christ or of the Virgin, 
thus preserving the religious signifi¬ 
cance of the day. 

Another special English Easter cake 
is the Biddenden cake. In the parish 
of Biddenden there is an endowment 
of unknown date, supposed to have 
been made by two women named 
Preston, for making a distribution of 
cakes among the poor every Easter 
Sunday afternoon. The source of the 
benefaction consists of twenty acres 
of land, commonly called the “bread 
and cheese” lands. Six hundred of 
these Biddenden cakes and 270 loaves 
of bread are distributed under this 
endowment.

HAVE SPECIAL EASTER DISH 


Gammon of Bacon and a Tansy Pud¬ 
ding Are Features of the Season 
in English Country. 

In Devonshire, England, the special 
Easter dish is a gammon of bacon 
and a tansy pudding, the latter being 
so well established a custom that it is 
celebrated in an old ballad: 

At stool-ball, Lucia, let us play 
For sugar, cakes and wine; 

Or for a tansy let us pay. 

The loss be thine or mine. 

If thou, my dear, a winner be 
At trundling of the ball. 

The wages thou shalt have, and me. 
And my misfortunes all. 

In Staffordshire the men lift the 
women of the various villages on Eas¬ 
ter Monday, and the women have to 
take a try at lifting the men on Eas 
ter Tuesday. In Cheshire there is a 
lifting chair. In Chester Easter Mon¬ 
day is celebrated by ball playing be¬ 
tween the clergy and laity. In Dur¬ 
ham the men take off the women’s 
shoes on Monday and have the unique 
courtesy returned in kind on Tues¬ 
day. Nearly all these customs of Eas¬ 
ter have been too closely associated 
with the place of their occurrence to 
suffer transplantation, although the 
whip-lashing of the Polish children 
bears a striking resemblance in its 
turn-about-is-fair-play idea to the Eng¬ 
lish customs.

WHY THE RABBIT AT EASTER 

— 

Pretty Legend of Olden Times Con¬ 
nects Bunny and the Eggs It is 
Supposed to Lay. 

So many have asked, “Why is the 
rabbit so closely associated with Blast¬ 
er?” Each year at this season the : 
cunning little bunny appears in the 
shop windows beside downy chicks 
and gayly-colored eggs. The legend of 
the Easter rabbit is one of the most 
ancient in mythological lore and is i 
closely related to the folk tales of 
southern Germany. 

In the beginning of things, it seems, 
the rabbit was a bird. As a great fa- 
for the goddess Ostara, who was the 
patron of spring, gave it four legs, for 
which the rabbit was deeply grateful. 
In remembrance of its former life as a 
bird, when the spring or Easter season 
comes it lays eggs of gorgeous colors, 
and the egg has always been a symbol 
of the resurrection, and therefore used 
at Easter time when we look for the 
life everlasting and all things made 
new. 

It is a German custom for children 
to go to their godmothers at Easter for | 
the gift of colored eggs and a baked 
rabbit. Just before Easter the chil¬ 
dren are sent to the garden to build a 
nest for the expected rabbit, and early 
Easter morning they go with great ex¬ 
pectations, and are never disappoint¬ 
ed, to get the eggs which the rabbit 
has laid for them. Even in Africa, 
among the heathen tribes, worship of 
the egg is common. No altar is com¬ 
plete without its egg decoration, and 
most huts have at least one sacred 
egg. On all the eggs devoted to the 
rites of worship a verse from the 
Koran is written at each end, while 
the sides are ornamented by scenes j 
from the Nile. 

A rare specimen of these eggs is to 
be seen in the Detroit Museum of Art, 
The etchings on the shell follow close¬ 
ly the same general design as the 
paintings of men and women that 
were recently found in Cairo.
